putting- them to work in the fields, 
will soon begin in the farm home. 
The father is very. busy. Plowing and 
planting must be done on tiiiie. It is 
hard to hire men that can be trustqd 
with the machinery or the horses. 
Hired men mean more work—in the 
kitchen for the mother and daugh1 
terg. The school may not lie interest- 
ing. The boys are dependable, like to 
be out of doors,' and are proud to 
take a man's place and help witl; 
the work. That is the easy, lazy way 
of looking at it and the boy gives up 
his spring school term and becomes 
a rural child .laborer. If that occurs 
two or three yedrs in succession he 
has lost his chance for an education!
